Up the N. Y ., K , Sc S . R. R. 
Tho other day our reporter from upper 
Kingston took a trip on tile above-named road 
to its terminus at Roxbury, and has given us 
a description of his ride as follows: 
IVe started from tho de|iot at Higginsville 
at the sensible hour of 7.44 in Hie morning, 
and were soon moving swiftly over the road 
that at no distant day will lie one of (lie most 
Important in tho country. 
In tho car we found 
a few acquaintances, some from upper Kings­ 
ton, while a small party were from Rondout; 
they wen1 all on u pleasure trip, seeking some 
relief from tile scorching boat of the city. 
Tin* first improvement we noted was tho 
new steam mill at the Shokan depot; a sash 
ami blind factory. Near this place Is the beauti­ 
ful grove of Crispen, thut has become such a 
favorite resort for the plc-nic parties from 
Kingston City. 
A cold, clear mountain stream 
runs through the grove, Hie air is fresh and 
pure, and besides the place has become some­ 
what noted as bang the camping ground 
where tho InJejiendeiit Sociable Society pass­ 
ed their .famous resolutions, and inaugurated 
that new era, the consolidation of tile Plebs 
and Patricians. 
There is also a fine brick 
hotel at tills depot. 
A short distance al to vc 
Shokan is Boiceville. 
Here is the tannery of 
Patcher! Sc Perry. 
As the train left this place. 
it ran under a bridge iqion which we saw seat­ 
ed a number of pretty girl*, all dressed iii 
white. 
They waved their handkerchiefs, and 
we replied most cordially. 
Abmt u mile from 
Boiceville is the roek’ence of Cornelius Winn*. 
His house is largo and airy, and is generally 
filled with city boarders during the summer 
season. 
The mountain stream* near by an* 
well supplied with trout, as the Freeman Iiojs 
can testify. 
And I might add here that a gen­ 
tleman who lives near Winned and saw the 
biys, told us lie never met •» liner or more 
gentlemanly lot of chaps, and said he, “ they 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves, aud seemed 
like a lot of colts broke loose." 
We next came to Mi. Pleasant, formerly 
known as Tile Corner. 
Here resides Isaac 
Longyear, aud here too is one of (he finest j 
hotels in tile country. 
Mi. Mott is the pro­ 
prietor, and we are told he understands his 
business thoroughly. 
Aliout this time we 
were introduced to another traveling compan­ 
ion. Cornelius Hogan, th* greatest pigeon- 
hiintcr in tins part of Hie country. 
At present 
he Is engaged catching them at a place called 
Dry Brook, in the town of Ilardenbergh. 
lie 
has a numltor of beds, or baiting places, to 
which tile pigeons flock in such great numbers 
that he often catches from .VK) to 700 in one 
day. 
A few days ago some 2,000 pigeons at 
one time covered one of Ids beds. 
He sprung 
his net, which bung a small one only covered 
aliout 1,200 of them. 
Tile pigeons actually 
raised Hie net, and would have carried it oil 
had not tile men rim and thrown themselves 
u|»on it. and fastened it securely. 
As it was, 
abmt HOO of the pigeons esca|ied. 
These birds 
are all young. 
They are caught alive, put iii 
cages, and thus sent to market, where they 
are sold at $1.30 |K-r dozen. 
Along this part of the route tile road run* j 
close to the creek. 
Tile hank of lid* stream i.- 
lined with large trees that completely protect j 
the coaches from the burning boat of the sun. j 
and make tb* ride a cool and agreeable one. j 
At Shandaken then* is a good bi!el kept by 
Frank B. Lament. 
Tile village is a pleas int 
one. 
Its principal mercantile bushi**** is con* j 
centrated In the store of Binh us Sc Hill. 
These men are genial sort of gentlemen, who 
always make a visitor welcome. 
From th is: 
village runs a wagon road through a beautiful i 
valley, or pass in the mountains, that termi­ 
nates at the West Kill flats. 
The view along 
the route is magnificent. 
Mountains, huge j 
rocks, frightful gorges, precipices, and clear 
steams of water that come from tile mountains 
cold as ice, greet the traveler on the way. Tin* 
distance from Shandaken to West Kill, or 
Lexington, is abmt seven miles. 
At Big 
Indian Station we saw the tannery of Thomas 
We)’, wtio also runs a .-team saw ui'II up the 
Big Indian hollow. 
At this place is a hotel 
owned by Win. Lcunsliery of Kingston, the 
proprietor of which is Gus. Deforest. 
Tim 
Big Indian stream is a noted one. 
Its waters 
are fill.*] with trout. 
Tim creek starts near a 
place called Sundow n and runs through a wil­ 
derness until it empties in tho E.-opus (’reek 
near tile station. 
After leaving this station 
with a full head of steam on we commenced to 
gacend I’iuc Hill. 
As we ran up higher and 
higher, we could look down into (lie valley 
below, and note the comfortable farm-houses 
on the old plank road, au l imagine what a 
nice ride we would havo if the cars should 
jump Hie rails. 
On tile piazza of a beautiful 
residence, owned by Theodore Guigou, which 
is almost Milden by trees, we saw a young 
lady. 
Hie handkerchiefs were out iii a hurry, 
soon a resjmmse came, und then tile signals 
were n*i**ated. with little understanding per- 
ha|M, until a curve in tile road lost lier lo the 
sight. 
Pine Hill village is a cozy little place situa­ 
ted in a sort of >■»/-</<*-*«<•, with mountains 
piled on the three sides. 
On the top of one of 
these mountains a fine quarry has been open­ 
ed by Watson Hill. 
Tile sides of this moun­ 
tain are about peqiendirular, may tx* slanting 
a little inwardly. 
A road runs down one side, 
and if any of the reader* of the F reeman 
would like a ride that would beat the one 
Hank Monk gave Horace Greeley over the 
Rocky Mountains, just 1**1 them get lieliind a 
stone leant some day, und go down one of 
these pitches, and they will be satisfied, we 
will warrant. 
On the summit of Pine IMI is a spring Hint 
is tile source of two streams. 
One of them 
empties in the Hudson River, while Hie oilier 
empties in the Delaware Bay. Looking toward 
Hie (‘ast, one sees a large rocky mountain call­ 
ed Monkey Hill. 
On tb* peak of tills moun­ 
tain the corners of three comities touch each 
other -Greene, Ulster und Delaware. 
Griffin's Corners, formerly called Clpveevillc, 
is the next station. 
The village is a cluster of 
houses under tile mountain, with the creek 
bounding tile opposite silk*. 
A short distance 
from this village is the Port ort own stream.— 
This is one of Hie favorite fishing places of 
Ko’iert Best of Kingston, and u noted resort 
for many other Kingston gentlemen. 
A weal­ 
thy farmer, Benjamin L. Crosby, lives u ) Hi*' 
valley. 
Mr. Crosby is the father of Edward 
Crosby, merchant of Kingston, and is the 
owner of the largest dairy in the county of 
Delaware. 
He owns over one hundred milch 
cows. 
The next station is Dean’s Corners. 
It was 
formerly called Arkviile, and is one of the 
largest stations on the road. 
Margaretville, 
a pleasant enterprising village, lies I 1-2 miles 
from the station. 
A good stage is run to and 
from the village by Jack Scud ler, fare 15 cents. 
The village of Margaretville has one of the 
hest hotels along the road. 
Tile proprietor is 
Jerry Ackley, and he is one of the most eor- 
teous landlords we ever met—besides, Ills table 
is always good. 
From Dean's Station one can 
look down the valley for a long distance. 
The 
view is somewhat confined, crowded as it were 
between two range* of mountains, hut never­ 
theless is a fine one. 
At this place the Glover­ 
ville Creek and the Beaver Dam streams form 
a junction, and then commences tho Delaware 
River. 
A little way from here is Brag Hollow, 
where Elder Hewett resides. 
Hewett is of the 


[ Baptist persuasion, and is Hic great Apostle 
of the old school Baptist denomination. 
He 
often preaches at the Hog’s Back school house 
near Shokan, und crowds of people go to hear 
Him. 
Ho generally uses up from three to four 
hours in delivering a sermon, w ithout halting. 
Brag Hollow came by its name in a way that 
might interest those who like fresh lilts of his­ 
tory. 
In tills hollow lived Hie Ilcwclts, Hub­ 
bles, Boutons and Kelly*. 
The people around 
the country used to have entertainments call­ 
ed logging bees. 
At these I ices they would 
bring their oxen, and see which team could 
pull the biggest log. 
The folks who lived in 
the hollow didn’t Ii ive such wonderfully good 
oxen, but they made it up in bragging of their 
merits, and won many a game by this small 
gift. 
That place thou began lo becuffed Brag 
Hollow, and has been called soever since. 
After leaving Doan’s, the road runs through 
rich meadows and waving grain field*, along 
Hie bank of the Beaver Dam Station. 
Tile 
trains run into Roxbury Village on Hie north­ 
erly side of the village across the crook. 
This 
village was once noted for its Academy, the 
Principal of which was John McLuury. It was 
a mixed boarding-school, well-known to many 
a yoni Ii from Ulster County who has served iii* 
term within its walls. 
Those days one never 
forgets, and memory tun)* back to them iii 
afteryears as the happiest hours of existence.

There is but one hotel in the place. 
The road is graded beyond tills point to 
Moresville, and part of the track lias iieen laid. 
The road, it is expect***!, will be finished to 
Stamford au l the trains will run to that 
place tty Septemlier. 
Tile Company at pres­ 
ent fell excursion tickets from Kingston to 
Big Indian, and alt places beyond, every Sat­ 
urday and Sunday, good to return Monday, for 
bail fare, which arrangement will no doubt 
greatly Increase Ute travel on those days. The 
train arrives in Roxbury Sunday forenoon iii 
tim - to attend church, and returns after dinner. 
Tie* road bed is in good condition, with few 
exceptions. 
The trains can run ut a high rate 
(if qieed with | ie rf* ct safely, 
In fart there 
having Iss'ii no serious accident since the 
trains have commenced running, shows h o w 
careful the management has been and is at 
til • present titnc. 
The road lins one advan­ 
tage to pleasure-xcekors, there living no dust 
during even the driest part of th** season Til** 
r iud runs through farmiug-landa Hie whole 
distance, ami so is free fr un tilt* dust and dirt 
that is almost unliearubleon other routes.
